Of Innocence’ 


A new book read on vacation 
caused me to remember. 

On the way to the railroad sta- 
tion on that 
early spring 
morning in 1947 
I remember I 
was thinking 
that it was, aft- 
er all, a little 
unusual I 
should be go- 
ing to seek out 
aman, and a 
friend, who had 
been born be- 

fore Lincoln's funeral. 

The old man didn’t think of 
himself as olc. He had kept 
his mind active and strong. He 
had never lost interest in life. 

The train was a special, en 
route from Washington, D.C., 
to Warm Springs, Ga.,’ where 
the small white, clapboard house 
in which Franklin D. Roosevelt 
had spent many winter weeks, 
and in which he was when death 
came for him, was to be dedi- 
cated, with the land about it, as 
a state park. 

I found Josephus Daniels in 
his compartment. He was hav- 
ing trouble with the studs in the 
immaculate linen. shirt, which 
with the string tie was almost a 
trade mark of his. 4 knew, of 
old. that he alwavs left to the 
last tying of his shoes. Without 
asking I fixed the studs and 
knelt and tied his shoes. I thought 
that day, and time has _ not 
changed my mind, he was then 
the greatest living Southerner 
and one of the great Americans. 


Strength 


There was a sense of shame 
and of resentment on that train. 
The tides of abuse were rising 
1igh against Harry S. Truman 
and there were many in Wash- 
ington who should have been 
aboard who thought it politic, in 
1947, to have found an excuse 
for being somewhere else. 

But in Compartment B there 
was strength and faith. 

That day at ‘‘the speaking’’ he 
was the only person who knew 
what to sa\ His words were 
prophetic.

Faith 


I remember thinking that day, 
as 1 stood listening, that it was 
strange an old man had to say 
all this. Where were the young? 


Jonathan Daniels has taken his 
father’s diaries and letters, and 
out of them and a great. amount 
of research, has done a fine book 
about his father’s life. It is 
called “‘The End of Innocence.” 


Josephus Daniels was a great 
friend of William Jennings Bry- 
an. He went to work under 
Grover Cleveland. He was eight 
years Secretary of the Navy and 
built the greatest fleet the na- 
tion had ever known. Working 
beside him Franklin Roosevelt 
came of age and learned how 
to be a man. 


It is a book about how an 
innocent country came to its first 
great world war and met the test 
with Wilson’s idealism and faith. 
Jonathan Daniels, who was there 
through the Wilson years as a 
young man, and who served both 
Roosevelt and Truman in an ex- 
ecutive capacity. is richly 
equipped to write this book 
called ‘‘The End of Innocence.” 

We see that idealism is our 
strength—that out of it we have 
managed to overcome the little 
groups of ‘‘wilful men,”’ and to 
find leadership which has enough 
of that idealism not to let the 
faith die. It is a book Ameri- 
cans interested in their country 
ought to read.

calypso began following tourists 


and calypso is thoroughly at home here now. 
The first Calypso was a nymph of Greek mythology. She was 


a siren and lived on an island. 


There she beguiled the aimless 


Odysseus for seven years after the fall of Troy. Finally the gods 
had mercy on Odysseus’ patient and faithful wife and rescued him 


from Calypso’s hypnotic spell. 

According to one legend he left 
Calypso with a son who became 
an ancestor of the noblest Romans, 
providing them with family trees 
every bit as colorful as some of 
those hung on the walls of Geor- 
gia homes. 

Modern calypso is a siren too 
and also an island girl. From 
Trinidad on the south to Bermuda 
on the north; along the Windwards 
and Leewards and through the 
Virgins and Bahamas, calypso has 
beguiled many a tourist. Like 
Odysseus, many have fallen under 
the spell of the islands and cut 
their home ties in favor of a life 
soothed by trade winds, calypso 
and island rum. 

Calypso is music with an African 
beat. There is the hint of a rumba, 
the echo of a samba in it. It is 
part of the heritage the slave 
ships brought, though re-shaped by 
time and circumstance. 

Calypso is narrative singing ‘and 
musical current events. It is folk 
music of the same order as the 
Wreck of Old 97 and the Death 
of Floyd Collins. Anything of in-

Bank Debits Show 
> Pet. Rise in April 


By JIM MONTGOMERY 


Georgians are spending more money this year than they did 
fn 1953, and are keeping this state’s business moving at a faster 
pace than that for the Sixth Federal Reserve District as a whole, 
if their checking account withdrawals are any indication. 

Actually, these withdrawals provide an excellent measure 
of economic activity since about 85 per cent of all business is 
transacted by check. 

Bank debits, as the checking withdrawals are termed, ran 
5 per cent higher in Georgia last month than a year ago, the 
Federal Reserve Bank of Atlanta reported Monday. 

Although the May figure was about 3 per cent below that of 
April, debits in the first five months of this year are 4 per cent 
ahead of the same period in 1953. 

This indicates that despite a slight temporary rise in unem- 
ployment during the early months of 1954, Georgia’s over-all eco- 
nomic condition remained quite healthy. 

And in view of the fact that the United States as a whole has 
been going through what is variously termed a ‘‘recession,”’ 
“economic setback’’ or “inventory adjustment,’’ these figures 
show that Georgia’s ecanomy is soundly based on its diversified 
industry and agriculture. 

Thirteen major trade centers figured in the 5 per cent gain 
for Georgia last month, with seven of them reporting increases. 

Checks drawn on Valdosta banks led the way with a rise of 24 
per cent over May of 1953. Debits were also up 16 per cent in 
Brunswick, 8 per cent in Atlanta, 6 per cent in Augusta and 
Gainesville and just under 1 per cent in both Macon and Rome. 

elsewhere in the state bank debits decline for the year-ago 
level. They dropped 10 per cent in Griffin, 7 per cent in New- 
nan, 6 per cent in Elberton, 5 per cent in Columbus, 4 per cent 
in Savannah and 3 per cent in Albany. 

Sixth District checking account withdrawals in May were 4 
per cent higher than in the same month last year, while a 3 per 
cent gain was recorded for the first five months of 1954 com- 
pared with the same period of 1953. 

The district includes all of Georgia, Florida and Alabama 
and parts of Louisiani, Mississippi and Tennessee.
